All income from the Levin Chair will go toward scholarships for students of Rush Medical 
College. Rush’s medical students graduate with debt well above the national average. Scholarship 
support increases Rush’s ability to compete for top students and lighten the load for future 
graduates as they embark on their medical careers. The establishment of the Levin Chair is an 
important component of the initiative to increase Rush University’s scholarship endowment by 
$20 million, part of the $300 million Campaign for Rush University Medical Center.

Insomnia Study 


Rush Alumnus Becomes U.S. Ski Team Physician 


As a partner at the South Jersey Center for Orthopedics and Sports Medicine, 
Brad Bernardini, MD 1999, practices alongside his father, Joseph Bernardini, MD 
1975, a senior partner. But some of his most interesting work happens outside the 
confines of his New Jersey office — at ringside or on the slopes. 


James Wyatt, PhD, in the Department of Behavioral 
Sciences, is conducting a study to evaluate the 
diagnoses assigned to patients who complain of 
insomnia. Participation involves a total of six visits 
to the Rush University Sleep Center, in addition to 
two consecutive overnight sleep studies to be done 
at Rush’s lab. Upon completion of the study, partici- 
pants will have the opportunity to receive feedback 
about their sleep. 


Bernardini recently became a physician for the U.S. Ski Team and has also treated 
World Wrestling Entertainment (WWE) wrestlers. An arthroscopic shoulder 

and knee specialist, Bernardini provides emergency medical response at ski team 
events and regional WWE matches, treating orthopedic injuries ranging from 
common sprains and contusions to dislocated shoulders and torn ligaments. He 
says that though every patient requires attentive care and careful evaluation, the 
stakes are higher with high-profile athletes.

“They’re not more important than my average patient, but the treatment has a 
greater impact because I’m working with individuals whose entire careers ride on 


their ability to stay healthy,” Bernardini said. 


Bernardini’s athlete patients depend on swift, skilled medical response. He evaluates and stabilizes any 
serious injuries before an athlete is transported to a medical facility. He says that treating athletes during 
competition, especially on the slopes, presents its own set of challenges. 


“At ski team events, we’re on the mountain dealing with ice and snow. The downhill athletes travel 
with great speed, some up to 85 miles per hour, and if something goes wrong, they could be facing life- 
threatening injuries,” he said. “Without immediate access to extensive medical equipment, you have 
to work quickly with the resources you do have at your disposal. It adds a whole new dimension to the 
practice of sports medicine.”
